Tronclads are of two kinds—somo 
are combatants and others non-com- 
batants—that is to say, they never 
do any fighting at all. Tesides the 
Channel Fleet and our cruising 
squadrons which act as police to our 
possessions in all parts of tho world, 
wo have nearly a dozen warships 
that spend their time in collecting 
ront, battling with sea-clephants, 
searching for shoals, and the like, 
says Pearson's Wee S 
tho =shoal-finders carry dragencts 
instead of cannon, and sounding- 
lines and thermometers instead of 
torpedoes. <A fow years azo we had 
no vessels of this kind, ama we might 
not have had them now were it not 
for tho fact that in February, 1890, 
the magnificent Australian liner Qu- 
etta went to pieces on a hitherto un- 
known death-trap in Torres Straits, 
and drowned 183 of her passengers 
and crew. 

When the disaster was reported to 
the Admiralty they bestirred them- 
selves, and sent out an ironclad to 
investigate the Golgotha of the deep. 
'The vessel discovered an extraordin- 
ary isolated rock, situated in the 
centre of the Torres Straits, which 
separates Australia from New Guinea. 
FINDING THE TORRES NISEDLE. 
It was a species of submerged na- 
tural monolith, similar in shape to 
Cleopatra’s Needle on the Thames 
Pmbankment, with its apex rising 
to within a few feet of the surface 
of the ocean.

- Philanthropic Englishmen Plan a 
Model Town. 


To build a city with industries as 
varied as to support a population of 
thirty thousand, and to house the 
People on model lines in a commun- 
ity where everything is done to re 
tain the advantages of the country, 
is the ambition of a company of 
Philanthropic Englishmen. They have 
bought thirty-eight hundred acres of 
Jand in Hertfordshire, some  thirty- 
five miles from London, and there 
they are laying out and _ building 
“the first garden cily in England.’* 

The situation is high and healthy. 
The land is fertile, andgsheuld pro- 
vide much of the vegetables the new 
community will require. From most 
parts of the town there will be un- 
interrupted views of the country, and 
in the town itself natural features 
are to be preserved as far as possi- 
ble. For example in the 
main square, round which will be 
erected the public buildings, stand 
three old oaks.

SHIPS COLLECT RENTS! 


France has a special v for vis- 
iting her island possessions and col- 
lecting rents, rates and taxes from 
them. This vessel when off duty, and 
she neatly always is, spends her time 
in delivering Government messages 
to coast stations. 

We have no particulae vessel for 
rent-collecting, but now and again 
We aro forced to send an ironclad or 
a gunboat to Tory Island, on the 
north-west coast of Ireland, to try 
to make the people pay their renb, 
rates and taxe We have not suc- 
ceeded yet, however, notwithstanding 
that we have been “‘dunning’’ them 
for the past twenty years. 

In 1884 we sent the gunboat Wasp 
to the island, and while returning as 
poor as sho went, sho was wrecked 
off the const, and many of her crew 
wore drowned. A fow years ago «a 
bigger fighting vessel sailed to Tory 
and even she failed to collect a pen- 
ny from the inhabitants.

The French fishermen are glad when 
the Grenade comes on the warpath, 
for the porpoises have increased to 
such an extent that their sea-nets 
are continually being torn to threads 
by the creatures.

whole universe, to one common level 
of temperatire. At first sight, living 
organisms seem to be exempt from 
this perpetual law, but in reality we 
do not escape. 

Our warmth rises from the actual 
combustion of ‘our food, but, strictly 
speaking, the air we inhale is the 
real cause. Our lungs are the fives 
which create the necessary draught, 
and our blood is the furnace where 
the combustion occurs, while the 
food we eat keeps up the proper sup- 
ply of fuel. 

WHERE IS HEAT IN COAL? 


But combustion itself is not quite 
such a simple thing as it appears at 
first sight. It is so Common an 
event that we overlook it, and never 
troublo to wonder where the heat of 
burning coal comes from. Yet just 
think for a moment. A pound of 
coal is as cold as anything else. You 
can handle it with impunity, and it 
cannot send the thermometer up a 
Solitary degree If you grind it into 
powder, the same results continue. 
Apparently it has no secret hoard of 
heat stored somewhere away inside 
it. The air proves equally barren. 
Yet we all know that when the coal 
burns a marked change takes place. 
The question is, where was its heat 
concealed—where has it come from? 

When the coal is being burnt, it 
means that a chemical combination 
of the atoms is taking place. ‘The 
Carbon and hydrogen atoms which 
principally constitute the coal are 
vigorously uniting with the oxygen 
atoms from our atmosphere. As each 
conjunction occurs, the atomic heat 
intensifies in degree, and is eagerly 
absorbed by the cooler air. When ono 
recollects the incalculable hordes of 
atoms that exist in a pound of coal, 
it no longer remains a puzzle to say 
where the heat comes from. Yhat it 
is due to chemical combination is 
Proved by examining the products of 
These are found to be 
carbonic-acid gas and water vapour, 
Showing that both the hydrogen and 
carbon atoms entered into alliances 
with those of the oxygen. What we 


call ‘‘burning’ is nothing but an 
atomic marriage. 
When we now turn to our own 


bodies, we discover the somewhat as- 
tounding fact that our lungs are 
solely designed to keep us warm. The 
food we cat, being always of organic 
structure, is consequently very rich] 
in carbon, and is reduced by our 
digestive organs into a» liquid condi- 
tion. ‘The bulk of this is poured 
through the thoracic duct into the 
blood, All through our system runs 
a great network of veins, piercing to 


every part, and penetrating every 
tissue through which the blood clr- 
culates, Kept in continual circula- 


tion by the heart, it means that tho 
liquefied food is distributed by the 
blood-stream to every part, and is 
incorporated into ourselves. But no 
warmth can occur yet. These billions 
of carbon, atoms are awaiting the 
arrival of their mates, the oxygen 
atoms, before they will consent to 
yeld up their store of latent heat. 
UNIQUE SCHEMES. 

In a marvellous way; Nature has 
contrived a scheme so that the union 
becomes: possible. She fits a second 
branching system of pipes’ and tubes 
into our body, which we will call 
our lungs. These ramify downward, 
growing finer and finer, till they end 
in a mesh of minute little air-cells. 
At this place the veins are ogtially 
sub-divided, and form bunches of 
hair-like tubes, called capillaries, 
which enclose the little air-cells. 

Though the tivo systems aro inex- 
tricably entangled, they are separat- 
ed by oxtraordinary thin mombranes, 
which, however, have the strange 


Property of allowing the oxygen to 
pass through, but which do not al- 
low the blood to come out. Here it 
is that the oxygen out of the air 
which we have inhaled passes into} 
the blood-stream. The atoms are} 
swept along to the waiting carbon, 


and all over the body a millionfolu 
partnership is contracted, in cach 
case accompanied by the inevitable 
relinquishing of somo of the latent 
heat possessed by thé atoms whea 
Separated, By this ingenious ar- 
rangement our entire body is equally 
warmed. In one sense, we do not 
keop ourselves warm at all. It is 
done for us by millions of visiting 
atoms. We are simply a vast rogis- 
try-office, whore countless chemical 
Unions are formed, the atoms pay- 
ing US a precise amount of their 
heat as a feo, 

But there is still work to do. Now 
that the atoms havo parted with 
their wealth thoy are no longer need- 
ed. It would never do to allow the 
molecules formed to accumulate, else 
the system would soon be clogged 
So they are swept round the blood 
channels till they come back to the 
meshwork of aircella and capilaries. 
There, aa tho now oxygen atoms pour 
in, the united couples are passed out 
into the lung and wo breathe them

lime, and white chalk is precipitated: 
while the water-vapor in our breath 
is readily seen by breathing upon a 
cold mirror, which condenses it into 
moisture, It is a literal fact that an 
actual combustion has been finished. 
We are kept warm because a billion 
atomic fires are incessantly burning 
in every part of us. 

The Mecessity of a proper food sup- 
ply is of course, obvious, but is 
not essential that the food should be 


hot. Cooking helps the process of 
digestion, but is useless as far as 
the keeping up of our normal 984 
deg. I. is concerned. Our animal 


heat does not depend upon the hot- 
ness of our food, but upon the latent 


one of its microscopic atoms. Still, 
we may go without food for one or 
two days, and yet not grow colder. 
This is true, but if no food is assim- 
ilated, as the days pass bythe tem- 
perature gradually drops from 984 
deg. to 00 deg., and the miserable 
victim dies in a dreadful state olf 
emaciation. He has wasted away 
simply because the invading oxygen 
atoms, finding no food-carbon to 
amalgamate with, seize upon those 
in his adipose tissue, and take them 
away instead. His animal heat has 
been kept up at his own expense, He 
has actually been burning himself up 
in a desperate attempt to preserve 
the vital warmth.

DISEASE OF THE KIDNEYS, 


Acute inflammation of the kidneys, 
calied also acute nephritis or acute 
LBright’s disease, is excited hy cer- 
tain poisons during the process of 
their elimination from the body, or 
follows congestion, which results us- 
ually from exposure ‘to cold and wet, 
or the sudden checking. of” perspira- 
tion, whereby. the surface of the body 
is chilled: and the blood.is driven to 
the internal organs. 

The poisons causing acute inflam- 
mation may be taken into the body 
from outside, as is often the case 
with turpentine, chlorate of potas- 
sium, and certain other drugs, or 
they may be formed in the body as a 
result of faulty action of the diges- 
tive organs (intestinal indigestion), 
ov by the bacteria of certain acute 
discases, such as scarlatina, measles 
or diphtheria. Vhe beginning of the 
disease may be marked by a chill, 
with headache, nausea, coated tongue 
and pain in the loins. ‘These symp- 
toms are followed by puffiness and 
pallor of the face and swelling of 
the ankles, or there may be general 
dropsy, with an effusion of fluid in 
the chest and abdomen. The kidney 
accretion is greatly reduced in 
amount, and may contain blood; on 
application of the usual tests, it is 
found to contain much albumin, 
sometimes so much that boiling will 
make it solid, like the white of an 
ene 2 

When acute Bright's discase is 
cited by a chilling of the body, it 
usually subsides in a week or  twor 
under proper treatment, but that oc- 
curring’ with scarlet fever often: las 
many we and either form may be- 
come chronic. The treatment, like 
that of inflammation of any other 
part, consists primarily in securing 
rest for the organ, and in protecting 
it, so far as possible, from further 
injury. The patient should be 
in bed in a well-ventilated room with 
a warm and equable temperature, 
the bowels should be kept open, and 
the action of the skin increased by 
warm packs or a hot-air bath, 

Since the most dificult work of the 
kidneys is the elimination of salts 
and other waste matters, the dict 
must aim to reduce the amount of 
this waste material, Vhe ideal food 
is milk. It should be diluted with 
Vichy or distilled water to which} 
ry pinch of bicarbonate of sodium has 
been added.

World’s Gold Supply 
Shows High Record. 


The world’s gold supply for 1904 is 
reported to have been the largest on 
record, The entire yield is reported 
to be as follows : 

Australasia . 


United Stato 
Transvaal and Rhodesia 


All other countries 
Total gold supply in 1904,. 


The probabilities are in fayor of an 
increasing supply in the next five 
years, during which time it may rise 
to $450,000, yearly. The increase 
will come from the Transyaal which 
promises to yield $150,000,000 annually, 
which will put that country ahead of 
all others as a source of gold supply. 
This has an important hearing upon 
the financial conditions of the Tran- 
svaal, If this supply of gold meets 
expectation, there is a good prospect 
of the debt due by the Transvaal to 
Great Britain being reduced, if not 
liquidated. 

The Klonkike is regarded as havin 
seen its best days, so also Rossland, 
Colorado and Australia are on_the 
down grade as gold producers.’ Now 
the mines are showing signs of ex- 
haustion low grade ores are being 
worked which, at one time, were 
deemed practically valueless. Of the 
world’s total gold supply in 1904, 56,5 
per cent. came from the British Em- 
pire, and if the Transyaal yields as an- 
ticipated the percentage will rise to 
58.0 per cent.

RUSSIAN LOSSES AT MUKDEN. 

A despatch from Gunshu Pass, 
Manchuria, says: An exact state 
ment of the losses in all categories 
in the battle of Mukden from Pebru- 
ary 19 to March 14, compiled by 
the General Staff, shows that the 
casualties were greatly overstated in 
earlier reports. Statements from 
Japanese sources indicating whole 
sale captures of prisoners, enomnous 
booty and cannon are now denied. 
In reality, it appears, the Russian 
losses. amounted to two Generals, 
who were taken prisoners, 1,985 staff 
and other officers, and 87,6 men, 
of whom ‘the greatest part, about 
55,000 were wounded, In evacuating 
Mukden and retreating to the north- 
ward the Russians lost 32 guns, of 
which three were mortars, three old 
tyoe field guns with piston action 
and 26 quick-fire guns. Of the sioge 
artillery every gun and all the am- 
munition carts were sent north two 
days before the retreat began. 


DISORDER EXAGGERATED.

SILK CULTURE. 


Various Steps Through Which the 
Staple Passes.

Like the culture of tea, 
duction, which confers an 
benefit on China, and has now be- 
come an indispensable industry to 
the world, is the most modest oc- 
cupution imaginable. In “Through 
China with a Camera’’ Mr, 'Thom- 
son describes the various progressive 
steps through which the staple pass-} 
es till it is ready for the looms of 
China or Lyons. 

The eggs of the silkworm are 
hatched about the middle of April. 
‘The best season to obtain them for 
exportation is in March or the be- 
ginning of April. The young worms, 
when hatched, are placed on bam- 
boo frames and fed on mulberry 
leaves cut up into small shreds. As 
the worms increase in size they are 
transferred to a larger number of} 
frames, and are fed with leaves not 
so finely out; and so the process con- 
tinues until, in their last stage, the 
leaves are given to them entire. 
After hatching, the worms continue 
eating during five days, and then 
sleep for the first time for two days. 

When they again awake, their ap- 
petite is not quite so good, and they 
usually eat for four days only and 
sleep again for two days more. ‘Then 
they eat for the third time for four, 
days and repose for two; This eat- 
ing and repose is usually repeated 
four times, and then, having gained 
full strength, they proceed to spin 
their cocoons. The task of spinning 
eccupies them from four to seven 
days more; and when this business 
is completed, three days are spent in 
stripping off the cocoon, and some 
seven days later each small cultiva- 
tor brings his silken harvest to the 
local market and disposes of it to 
native traders, who make it up into 
bales. 


The quality of the silk is first of 
all affected by the breed of the 
worms that spin it,-then by the 


quality of the leaves and the mode 
of feeding. Silkworms are injured 
by noise, by the presence, and ol 
pecially the handling, of strangers, | 
and by noxious smells. They must 
be fed at’ regular hours, and the 
temperature of the apartments must 
not be too high. 
The greatest defect in Chinese silk 
has been due to the primitive mode 
of reeling which the natives adopt. 
Shanghai is the great silk mart, 
and there, about June 1st, the seas- 
on’s silk is usually brought down. 
It is never the growers who bring 
the silk to the foreign market. 
These growers are invariably small 
farmers, who have a few mulberry 
bushes planted in some odd corner of 
their tilled lands, and the rearing of; 
the worm and the production of silk} 
by no means monopolize the whole 
of their time. It is only a_ spring 
occupation for the women and 
younger members of their families.

This observation 
which was naturally made in China, 
is the oldest on record, and probably 
may be considered as the foundation 
of all astronomy. 
Mr. Stockwell, on astronomer of 
repute, has made a Very interesting 
suggestion os to the possible part 
which such a conjunction once play- 
ed in the accepted history of man. 
In the beautiful story of the Gospels, 
few things are more difficult either 
to accept or reject than the Star of 
Bethichem, which led the Wise Men 
of the Wast to the birth-place of the 
destined Saviour of mankind. If we 
deny its existence, as Browning asks, 
“What comes next 
But Vichte’s cunning cut at God 
Himself?” 

If we accept it in its full deserip- 
tion by the evancelist, what becomes 
of all our reliance upon the immuta- 
bility of natural law? Modern criti- 
cism aims at a policy of reconcilia- 
tion, and tries to explain what it 
cannot frankly accept and would be 
sorry to deny. 

THE CONJUNCTIONS. 

Many attempts have been made to 
account for the star. A bright me- 
teor or fireball, flying across the 
land in a direction which the astro- 
Jogically-minded Magi micht well fol- 
low in expectation of meeting with 
some remarkable portent—a tempor- 
ary star, such as lately blazed out in 
Perseus, only far brighter—a comet, 
pointing towards the humble Bethle- 
hem stable—all have been suggested; 
but it is unfortunately impossible to 
test such hypothesis.

TIME OF 'THE NATIVITY? 

It is q simple though a laborious 
task to calculate the positions of all 
the planets at any given time. The 
“Nautical Almanac’’ always contains 
a list of 
years to come, and seamen steer 
their courses in confidence that noth- 
ing will falsify these predictions. By 
the same process we can follow their 
movements back into the past, and 
satisfy ourselves where Venus or 
Mars was shining on any given night. 

Mr. Stockwell accordingly comput- 
ed the motions of-the chief planets 
}about the assumed time of the birth 
of Christ. It was clear that any 
star or combination of stars which 
could fulfil the account of the Star 
of Bethlehem must have been an un- 


enough to be worth considering. ‘Phe 
conjunctions of Venvs and Mars are 
never very conspicuous affairs. Cal- 
culations of the motions of - Mars 
and Jupiter showed that they had no 
conjunction within the assigned space 
of time which was at all likely to 
have led the Magi to Bethlehem, 

‘A FASCINATING THEORY, 


Only Jupiter and Venus, the two 
noblest of the planets, remained, 
With an increasing ardor of research, 
Mr. Stockwell sect himself to follow 
their perplexing movements, Remark- 
ably enough, he discovered that these 
planets were actually in conjunction 
on the &th of May, B.C. 6, and that 
the conjunction was a singularly 
close one. Both planets were almost 
in the plane of the eliptic at that 
period, and at the moment when they 
came nearest on cach other they 
must have been all but in a straight 
line to a terrestrial observer, Being 
then to the west of the sun, they 
would be visible as a single star of 
quite unusual brilliance about two 
hours before suntise on that day. 

Any one who will look to-night at 
the beautiful sight presented by these 
two splendid planets so near together 
convince himself that, if

the resultant star would awe and 
amaze all who paw it. Whether it 
Was really the Star of Bethlehem

For the best part of a century 
the blue and white rocks in Hastings 
county haye been dotted with settlers, 
They line been visited by geologists 
of ordinary granite sodolite, and onl 
a casual trace of the new lopis lobuli, 
marble sodolite; formations of com- 
mon white marble, but not a trace of 
The rocks were 
hedged with dismal marshes, swarmed 
with mosquitoes, Here and there on 
the arabte patches of the hill country 
among the stundted second growth of 
poplar and birch, and the remains of 
the felled pines, settlers had built 
little houses and barns. ‘They raised 
cattle that browsed and grazed on the 
sodolite. And one day, according to 
legend, thirteen years ago a settler's 
cow slipped on a rock. The hoof left 
a long blue mark ip the light soil. 
Afterwards a geolOgist studied the 
formation, and for a little while the 
settlers talked about it. But it was 
neither gold or diamonds,and the nine 
days’ wonder ceased. Certainly it

Leaving 
Mr, Morrison to look after the claim, 
Messrs. Allom and Duveen came on 
to Toronto to confer with their 
solicitors. 

THE ECONOMIC SIDE, 


“Now,” coneluded Mr, Allom, after 
he had displayed chunks of sea-green 
marble and a piece of amethyst all 
from Bancroft, ‘what does this dis- 
covery of white statuary marble 
mean? It means that whereas now 
sculptors have to pay $4 a cubic foot 
for Carrara marble, they can get it 
from Canada at $lafoot. It means 
that where a block large enough for a 
statue costs now $336, it can be got 
from Canada for one-quarter that 
amount, 

And we expert that the new statue 
of her late Majesty will yet be made 
of Bancroft marble from the county 
of Hastings. As for the marble sod- 
olite that is already a Canadian mon- 
oply. In course of time we shall 
quarry, polish and design these stones 
right in Canada, employing Canadian 
lubor, and we shall ship not only 
abroad, but to the United States, if 
the duty does not prevent us. As for 
the white and green building marble, 
that can be quarried cheap in paying 
quantities, although, of course, labor 
is dearer here than in Belgium, The 
only other sourees of the ordinary 
granite sololite are Bulgaria and, a 
ridge in the north of Maine. We 
hive water power on our properties, 
but we have already negotiated in 
Toronto for steam engines which will 
be shipped at once, We shall both 
of us be back in August to go over 
the property again.” 

And so ended the rambling, voman-

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PEEDING COWS WIKEN DRY. 


Each dairyman must arrange his 
methods of dairying to suit his 
own particular circumstances, but 
in one respect all well cared for 
cows are alike, that is they love 
their home. ‘They will do better 
when kept in the same barn and 
under the same circumstances than 


they will if changed about and iso- 
lated, says a writer in Hoard’s 
Dairyman. 

We have here a herd of 175 cows 
and the following method of hanti- 
ling them when fresh or dry has 
proven to be a satisfactory one. 
Tirst, all the cows are dehorned; 
then in a short time they are as 
Peaceable as s0 many sheep. 
If the weather is not stormy they 
are allowed to go out a part of 
each day during the winter, and all 
of the time during the warm  wea- 
ther, except for feeding and milking. 
They are numbercd and, no mat- 
ter how many there are in the barn, 
each cow soon learns her own stall 
and goes directly to it when allowed 
to core in,

Sailing forth from 
Port under the most favorable condi- 
tions, and well able, from a structur- 
al point of view, to face the most 
turbulent seas, they have vanished 
‘into the shadows of mystery, leaving 
not the faintest trace of their going. 
_ Notable in this connection is the 
cer, which steered her proud way 
parang the Golden Gate on April 
9, 1895.

in him. With him was a picked crew 
of thirty men, together with several 
Passengers, and, with a light cargo 
of grain, the veteran sailing vessel 
Pointed her nose to the oft travers- 
ed path around the Horn and on to 
England. 

Few vessels which have been quot- 
ed as overdue have occasioned such 
interest in San Francisco as did tho 
Lord Spencer. Various circumstances 
unknown to the English underwriters 
conspired to encourage confidence 
among local speculators in reinsur- 
ance of vessels, and the longer the 
ship remained out the greater was 

_ their delight, because they knew that 
reinsurance would go up. 

And it did go up. When the ‘ves- 
sel was out 200 days the rate of 
insurance jumped at a bound to 80 
per cent. he underwriters, fearful 
that the gallant craft had fallen 

foul, Wfre in a hurry to unload their 


insurance that was offered here was 
eagerly taken up, and had the vag- 
rant reached a safe port thousands 
of dollars would haye been made.

QUIETING PEACE,

Lesson VII. Jesus Prays For His 
Followers. Golden Text, 
_ John xvii., 9. 


THE LESSON STATEMENT. 

I. Christ’s “Own Set Apart 
This World (verses 1-19), 

Truc Christians are ‘‘not of the 
world,’’ even as Christ is not of the 
world; they are a class by themselves 
(verse 16). So foreign and ‘‘other- 
worldly’ are they in their sympa- | 
thies and views, so evidently do 
they belong elsewhere, that our Lord 
explains why they are not at once 
taken “out of the world'’’—they have 
been ‘‘sent’’ here (verse 18), and not 
yet has their mission been fully per- 
formed. The word ‘‘sent’’ sounds 
the keynote for a large part of this 
gospel. Jesus is pre-eminently The 
Sent One—the man of all men who 
had a mission, * And as God _ had 
sent Him, so Jesus had sent His 
disciples, and for their sakes He 
keeps Wimself apart from the glories 
and >comforts of this world (verse 
19), and prays that His disciples al- 
50 may be “‘sanctified (kept apart) 
through the truth’? (verse 19), kept 
from the world’s evil (verse 15). But 
by what means shall the Father keep 
them apart from the world? The 
truth of God is first mentioned as a 
means of sanctification. If wo in- 
quire, Precisely what igs God's truth? 
the answer {is given in verse 17: “Thy 
Word is truth.’ And if we inquire, 
What is God’s word? the answer 
comes in John i., 14; ‘The Word

IN A PRONE POSITION. 


France, like all the other nations, 
has been experimenting with uni- 
forms for field service, both from the 
army andthe people. ‘They are 
proud of their historic uniforms, and 
believe they are still good enough 
to win back some of the lost glories 
of Trance, At:the Fete of the Re- 
public review, on July 14, 1903, a 
battalion of infantry appeared in an 
experimental field uniform. It was 
greyish blue in color, with a broad 
brimmed campaign hat. Though the 
uniform had been trimmed up with 
red braid, red cpaulets and white 
gaiters, to make it appeal more to 
the people, they would have none of 
it, and the battalion was jeered at 
from the time it marched on the field 
until it left. Since then no troops in 
field service uniform have appeared 
in public, and whether further inves- 
tigations are being made or not is 
une of the War Oflice’s secrets. 

In South America Chili and Boli- 
via always have an eye on cach 
othr and are at all times ready to 
improve the condition of their arm- 
ies for field service. Chili has recent- 
ly adopted a dark brownish gray 
uniform, very plain in cut and trim- 
mings, though she still retains the 
German style fatigue cap, made in 
bright colors. Bolivia has a uniform 
simple in cut and gray in color. 
With the South American love for 
show, however, she has trimmed up 
the officers’ coats and caps with 
gold braid and many buttons and 
the enlisted men’s uniforms with 
much colored braid. 

The reorganization of the army of 
China on European ideas has uni- 
formed some of its troops with what 
is called a ficld service uniform. 
though hardly according to our 
ideas, it is vastly superior to the 
bright colored, loose gowned, baggy 
trousered dress of the old Chinese 
army.

Lead Smelting at Bannockburn. 
The ®atario Mlalaphind Smelting Co. have 
Their Lead Smelting Plant Nearly Ready 


to Operate Again—Expert Lead Man 
from Missouri has Charge of the Work. 


The Herald” Mining Correspond- 
ent visited the lead mine near Ban- 
nockburn last week and found work 
progressing there in very good style. 
A vertical shaft has been sunk 105 
feet to test the vein more thoroughly. 
The result has been entirely encourag- 
ing asthe vein at that depth is 8 feet 
wide, containing ore running 20% lead. 
Steam drills are being used and drifts 
started in both directions. The prop- 
erty has neyer been handled very 
systematically, nor has the process 
been up-to-date. Mr, Oushman, the 
mane Aer, has secured Mr, J. H. Ellis, 

f Joplin, Missouri, to look after the 
e operations. He is an expert at 

business and should, with sucha 
iantity of rich ore, make this a yery 
valuable mine. There will be many 
changes in the plant. An Erie City 
boiler with 125 hp. capacity will 
be installed. The concentrating plant 
will be improved to effect a greater 
saving of lead. A Buchner roaster 
will be installed to eliminate the sul- 
phur and make smelting more rapid 
and more satisfactory. 10 hp. gaso- 
line engine is being placed 1500 ft, from 
re to furnish water for the mill 
f an immense quantity is re- 
ed. The vein has been tested by 
988 cuts 2500 feet in length showing 
rich deposits wherever opened. The 
plant will be ready to start by June 
ist and will turn out 7 tons daily. 

There are large quantities of rich 
ore on the dump. Lead sells at about 
$75 the ton and the Dominion Goyern- 
ment give a bonus of $15 to the ton.

SELECTED RECIPES, 


Date Bread—An excellent breakfast 
bread for children or their elders is 
mado in this way. It should not be, 
cut, however, tho day it is baked. 
Separate the dates, put into a pan 
and cover with luke-warm water. 
Wash thoroughly one by one, drain, 
then cut in two with a slit down 
one side with a sharp knife and re- 
move the pit, keeping the dates as 
whole as possible. Rinse a second 
time in warm water and set aside} 
to dry. Scald three cups of milk, 
add one teaspoonful of salt and a 
half cup of molasses and cool to 
lukewarm, Add half a yeast cake 
that has been dissolved in two table- 
spoonfuls of lukewarm water, beat 
well, then sift in enough flour to 
make a good drop batter. Beat 
thoroughly, then cover and set in a 


light. When light and bubbly on 
top, add four cups of the prepared 
| dates and enough whole wheat flour 
to make a soft dough. Turn out on 
floured board, and knead until 
Smooth and velvety to the touch. Re- 
turn to the bread bowl, cover and 
again let rise until light. Then 
form into loaves small ones are pre- 
1) ferable—put into pans and set aside 
once more to get light and bake in 
a moderate oven, a little hotter at 
the start than for white bread.

TC RENOVATE BLACK LACE. 


Spreaa the lace out on a sheet of 
Paper, and brush carefully with a 
soft brush, then shake it to free it 
from as much dust us possible. 

If it is spotted or stained in any 
way. rub it gently with a sponge 
dipped in cold tea, and then allow 
the lace to soak for at least half an 
hour in tea prepared in tho follow- 
ing manner: Put into a small lined 
saucepan one teaspoonful of gum 
arabic, one dessertspoonful of dry 
tea and a pint of boiling water. 

Simmer theso slowly over the fire, 
stirring occasionally until the gum 
is dissolved and then strain into a 
basin. 

The gum arabic in the tea will 
give a slight stiffness to the lace. 

If the lace is made of silk, one tea- 
spoonful of alcohol may be added to 
the cther ingredients, which will help 
to give the silk a gloss. This is also 
a good way to stiffen blackmuslin. 

After the lace has been soaked in 
the above solution for the necessary 
time, squeeze it gently between the 
hands and then in the folds of a 
cloth, and put it through the 
wringer. 

Pull out all the points with the 
fingers, roll the lace in a dry cloth 
and let it remain at least an hour 
before ironing. When about to iron, 
spread a sheet of kitchen paper, 


double felt or thick ironing blanket; 
spread the lace smoothly on top of

If the rough side of the paper is 
placed next the lace it will peel off 
in small pieces. Iron the lace care- 
fully on the top of the paper witha 
cool iron, and, when partly finished, 
remove ' the paper, pull out the 
points of lace and then iron again 
with the paper over. 

Never touch the lace with the bare 
iron, as any glazing would quite 
spoil its appearance. When quite 
dry hang up the lace to air. Whe 
washing and drossing of lace is cer- 
tainly a work which requires time 
and care; it cannot be hurried over, 
but it is interesting and nothing bet- 
ter repays for the time and labor 
bestowed upon it.

The value of electro-magnates as 
labor savers for lilting 
heavy pieces of iron or steel in the 
industrial world is now quite gener- 
ally recognized, and their installa- 
tion in connection with cranes and 
other types of conveyors is being 
carried on extensively. The desiyn- 
ing of these clectro-magnates, says 
the American Inventor, has attained 
such perfection that, their lifting 
power extends up to ten and twelve 
tons. 

In operation, the magnate is low- 
ered upon the material to be lifted, 
and the switch closed, thus causing 
the magnate to attract and hold the 
material, which may then be hoisted 
by the crane and transported to the 
desired point, By siinjly opening

TOBACCO SMUGGLERS’ TRICKS », 
How Contraband Goods Are Car- 

ried Into France. 


A great effort is being made by 
the French customs officials to break — 
up the organization of smugglers” 
which has lately been carrying on — 
a lucrative and ever growing trade 
in contraband between Belgium and

JAPAN'S POSITION, 

‘A despatch from Paris saysi—In the 
course of an apparently authoritative 
statement published here on Wednes- 
day of Japan’s t 
a summary is given of Various acts 
of assistance rendered the vessels of 
the Russian second Pacific squadron 
at Cherbourg, Dakar, Algiers, Jibu- 
til, Magunga, Nossibe, Kamranh 
Bay, Port Dayot, and Hon-Kohe 
Bay. The conclusions of the Japan- 
ese Government are stated to be as 
follows: 

“Wirst—Without questioning the 
good faith of France, Japan holds 
that the French orders to observe

“Second—France should have taken 
sufficient incasures beforehand to pre- 
vent: violations of neutrality, instead 
of securing the observance of neutra- 
lity after Japan’s remonstrances, 
“Third—In default of sufficient sur- 
voillance, Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky 
has been greatly facilitated in the ac- 
complishment of his mission, and in 
gaining access to Chinese waters. 
Consequently, it was for the ends 
of warfare that Vice-Admiral Rojest- 
vensky utilized on successive occa~ 
sions French waters, both for anchor- 
ing and re-victualing, and in await- 
ing the arrival of reinforcements.”

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AWFUL RAILWAY WRECK 


At Least Twenty-five People Were 
4 Killed. 


A Harrisburg, Penn., despatch 
Rl) s! At least twenty-five persons 
were killed; many being burned to» 
death, and more than one hundred 
injurcd in a collision on the Vennsyl- 
vania Railroad, south of Wlarrisburg, 
a few iinutes before 2 o'clock on 
Thursday Morning, caused by the 
second section of the Cleveland and 
Cincinnati express, westbound, crash- 
ing into a wrecked freight train.

Best Hens For Farmers. 


Poultry Manager Gilbert Names the 
5 Breeds. 


(Special Despatch to The Globe.) 


Ottawa, May 10.—Mr. A. G. Gil- 
bert, poultry manager at the Px- 
perimental Farm, concluded his 
evidence before the Agriculture 
Committee this morning. He 
recommended the following as the 
best general purpose varieties of 
chickens for the farmers :—An 
yariety of Plymouth Rock, Wyan- 
dotte or Orpington breeds. He 
strongly advised the farmers to 
get into closer touch with dealers 
who wanted strictly new-laid eggs, 
and said that the consumption of 
the best eggs in Canada was fast 
overtaking the production, and the 
second-grade eggs go to the English 
market. 

A motion was passed, asking the 
Government to establish experi- 
mental stations for geese, turkeys 
and ducks. :

APPLYING MANURE. 

In our operations we have not top- 
dressed for wheat in many years, 
writes Mr, Geo, IS. Scott. The ac- 
cumulation of weed seed has forced 
us te turn down such manures with 
turf for corn and destroy the weeds 
by cultivation, using care not to 


cultivate deeply at tho laying by of 


the corn crop. Any suggestion to | 
destroy weed seed sby fermentation | 
finds no lodgement in our idea of 


saving and applying manures. The 
heat necessary to germinate and de- 
stroy 5 contained in manures | 
must necessarily turn most of the | 
available nitrogen into the air; |

stock urinate very liberally in the 
bedding supplied them to absorb it 
and the droppings.

I am _per- 
suaded that when we use our man- 
ures on turfs, allowing them to lie 
there one season through frost, rain, 
sunshine and the heat of summer, 
then will wo get better clover 
stands. Bacteria will multiply and 
colonize with greater certainty and 
rapidity under such conditions.

Machine That Convicted 
Mountford. 


“And this, gentlemen, is what you 
are asked to hang a man on!’” said 
Sergeant Ballantine, addressing a 
jury at the Central Criminal Court. 
He held up in his fingers a little 
piece of paper, only a few inches big. 
“You are asked to return. a verdict | 
which will send that man standing 
there before you to the gallows, on 
the strength of a scrap of paper!’’ 

The scrap of paper was enough, 
says London Answers. Ballantine's 
client was,condemned. I have known 
numberless cases in which a scrap of 
paper has sufficed to place the halter 
round the criminal’s neck. 

In a case tried at Leeds some years 
back a prisoner named Mountford 
was charged with a peculiarly dia- 
bolical offence.

Newspaper used as a wad in. fire- 
arms has over and over again suf- 
ficed to convict a murderer. A youth 
named John Toms was charged at 
Lancaster Assizes with the murder 
of a man tamed Culshaw. Culshaw 
had been killed by a pistol shot, and 
the weapon had’ evidently been dis- 


charged from close quarters, 'The 
evidence against Toms was meager 
and unsatisfactory until there was 


produced in court a terribly biod- 
stained piece of paper. It was hand- 
ed. to the jury and examined by 
them, and on it were still plainly 
discernible the words of a north 
country comic song. 

The piece of paper had been recov- 
ered from the fatal wound in the 
dead man’s head and had heen the 
wad for the assassin’s pistol, A 
songbook was found in Toms’ pocket 
and part of one page of it was miss- 
ing. The piece found in the dead 
man’s wound corresponded with the 
lost part exactly. Toms was, of 
course. found guilty and hanged, 

Franz Muller, the murderer of Mr. 
Briggs in a railway carriage on the 
North London line, made off with his 
victim's top hat. When caught sdv- 
eral months later; a top hat, de- 
clared to be Mr. Brigg’s, was found 
in his. possession, Its/'shape, how- 
ever, had been considerably altered, 
and Muller declared that the hat 
had been bought by himself. 

WAS IT MR. BRIGG'S HAT 

“If it is Mr. Bripg’s hat,’’ said the 
hatter who supplied him, ‘‘you may 
find a scrap of tissue paper in the 
lining.

Strange Sequel to a Murder Trial 
at Melbourne, Australia.

The sequel to a remarkable murder 
trial at Melbourne is brought by 
a recent Australian mail. An  as- 
tonishing feature of the story is 
that a self-coafessed murderess 
stands at present beyond tho reach 
of the law, 
Rose Hubbard, a handsome young 
woman, twenty years of age, was -ac- 
cused of poisoning her mother, with 
whom she and her step-father lived 
in Melbourne. ‘The defence was that 
the stepfather, a man of sixty-five, 
named Robins, was the real criminal, 
After an exacting quarrel the girl 
Was acquitted and discharged. 
In conversation with a detective a 
short time afterwards the girl ad- 
mitted that she had murdered her 
mother, and gave as her motive the 
fact that she had fallen in love with 
her stepfather, and was bitterly 
jealous of her mother. 
Subsequently, accompanied by the 
man Robins, she went to the police 
station and made the following sta- 
tutory declaration:— 
“T, Rose Hubbard, of Percy street, 
Kersington, Melbourne, solemnly and 
sincerely declare that 1 remember 
making a statement to the police in 
jail accusing Robins of murdering my 
mother. ‘That is absolutely untrue.

VITAL POINT FOR RUSSIANS. 
- But this line was a vital point 
for the Russians, who were protect- 
ing the retreat of the main army, 
for from there the Japanese guns 
‘could reach the Mukden stations and 
counter-attack was ordered. The 
Russians were reinforced until their 
force amounted to three divisions, 
. three times as many mem as the Ja- 
panese had, They desperately  at- 
tacked the line and re-occuyied the 
villages. They didn't drive the Ja- 
pancse out, for when they occupied 
- the villages there were no Japanese 
left alive fo be driven out. ‘The 
unnamed village was held by ihe 
hirty-third Regiment, but the Rus- 
sian artillery fire reached the village 
_ from the flank and the front, and 
the regiment was annihilated. 
In Likampu itself the Japanese 
were unable to stop the Russian | 
rush, but they defended every mud} 
¢svall and every house and met the 
enemy with cold steel in the streets, 
the men fighting with their bayonets, 
the officers with their swords. 
From this brief description of the 
fighting you will be able to form 
some slight idea of the sights we 
saw when we rode over the field this 
morning. The wounded had all been 
removed, the dead were just being 
collected. On that field in front of 
the two villages lay fully 2,000 dead 
bodies, Russian and Japanese, in in- 
extricable confusion. Hundreds of 
soldiers were at work on the field 
_~gathering up the Japanese dead, and, 
of course, the Russian, too. Any 
description of this scene that I can 
write will give but a faint idea of 
the horror of it. It would require 
the pen of a Zola to do it justice. 
Picture to yourself a square mile of 
plowed field with the two villages in 
its centre. Scatter over this field} 
the bodies of 2,000 dead soMiers ly- 
ing as they fell in horribly grot- 
eaque attitudes, 
INDESCRIBABLE HORROR, 

Among them place several hundred 
soldiers bearing the dead to a cen- 

_ tral place, where they are laid out 
in rows, record made of their names 
and commands, and of what is found 
in their yockets. Over the entire 
field scatter rifles and ammunition, 
bits of clothing and equipment, 
water bottles and haversacks and 
bloody barndages. Add\to all this 
the squads digging graves for tho 
Russians and the funeral pyres of 
the Japanese, and you have a faint 
idea of what the scene was like, 

Here you have war in ‘all its 
ghastly horror. Were is what war 
really is; here is that which, if all 
the world could see it, would make 
War in the future impossible.

It may be a fortune tel- 
er, a clairvoyant, a bogus priest of 
some outlandish cult, a medicine man 
Among the Invlans, a snake charmer 
in India, a native doctor in China 
or an unscrupulous fortune teller in 
an American city, 
Devout voodooists 
vat human flesh. According to 
many accounts they have hideous 
rituals of worship, including dances 
in caves and darkened temples often 
ending with the wildest forms of ox- 
citement and debauchery. 
Down in Now Moxico tho devil 
dancers dance on beds of live coals 
and cactus thorns, winding up by 
mutilation—the eating of tarantulas, 
scorpions and rattle-snake heads. 
They do not seam to mind the tor- 
ture, with all its hideous suffering. 
~The Sious Indian buck wins the 
admiration of the braves and maid- 

ens by riding up and down on a 
ight rope or Jariat, the rope burn- 
through hig flesh and proving 
his prowess by enduring the agony 
longer than oiher contestants. In 
this state of frenzy almost any kind 
of crime, bloodshed or butchery may 
be committed. 
WINKED AT IN HAYTI. 

In Hayti to-day half-naked negress- 
es cook their bananus in drawing- 
rooms once resplendent with the 
Social life of the French aristocracy 
Of 120 years ago. Ruined temples 
und churches built by the French are 
nightly profaned by the hideous rites 
of the voodoo, It is said that many 
of the native negroes there are 
growing more African than were 
their Dahomeyan forefathers when 
brought over in slave ships two 
centuries ago. 
it is not long since it was de- 
Clared that the rulers of Hayti not 
‘only winked at voodooism, but it 
Was said that high officials, even 
President Hippolyte himself, attend- 
ed the annual voodoo festivals, when 
the island was ransacked to make it 
tthe one grand event of the year. 
Government money was scattered 
‘among the fanatics and their favor 
Sought, as if they were the power 
of the land. nce the priest gets 
his clutch on a man he loses strength 
of mind and character. Once a 
member he attends all the festivals 
and joins in avery orgy. 

The ceremonies begin with a bath 
of goat’s blood. Then the sacred 
serpent is brought out in a cage, 
and the candidate for high office 
mounts the box for inspiration, holy 
recognition and acceptance. The vir- 
tue of the serpent is supposed to 
ascend through the bare \feet into 
the body of the candidate. While 
Priest or queen is getting wisdom 
tthe serpent in the cage ig poked 
with a stick from behind and made 
to go through unusual contortions, 
to the wonder of the spectators, 
who gaze with awe and feel that tho 
tanfidute ig really receiving divine 
power. Yollowing this ceremony 
atrocious vows are made, and the 
final compact with the voodoo is 
ratified when the Worshipers drink 
blood from a vase. 

After the blood drinking the os- 
sembly is ready for the culminating 
orgies. Between dances white rum 
mixed with blood ig served in 
Gourds to the frenzied dancing mul- 
titide, and in a few minutes pande- 
monium reigns. In their pavoxysms 
they tear off clothing, bite, scratch 
and mutilate in ectasy, Drinking 
and dancing continue until they fall 
Blout the arcna senseless from ex- 
haustion. 

HUMAN SACRIFICN a PART, 
On another occasion the Arch- 
bishop of Hayti learned of certain 
occurrences which proved to him 
that human sacrifice was a part of 
tho ritual. Details were given as 
to how after killing a white cock 
and o white goat thetr blood was 
Served in gourds mixed with rum, 
Thon came the horror of the night. 
A Whisper was repeated from spec- 
tator tq spectator that a goat 
without horns (a white child) was 
to he sncrificed, Presently a lovely 
Utitlo white sirl of 6 years was 
brought in, bound hand and foot 
and fastened to tho end of a rope 
running over a pulley in a treo top. 
Ttoro was a hush—an awful pause 
for a minute—end thon at a signal

Sentiments Admirable, 
Badly Expressed. 


The “Railway and Locomotive En- 
gineering’’ asks:—What is a railway 
collision? It is the violent coming 
together of two trains, either moy- 
ing in opposite directions, or moving 
in the same direction, or one moving 
and the other not moving. Tho re- 
sults are, as a rule, the same: des- 
truction of life or of property or of 
both. There is ono thing, however, 
that a collision is not the result of. 
It is not, and never will be, the re- 
sult of locomotive or car construc- 
tion. It is in every’ case the result 
of a failure in train operation. 

Our friends of the daily press are 
very rightly insisting that something 
must be done to reduce the loss of 
life in railway collisions. They point 
to the results of such an accident in 
which heavy Pullmans, steel cars and 
wooden vehicles are involved, and 
from the fact that wooden cars are 
generally badly crushed, they are ad- 
vocating the adoption of steel cars 
as an antidote to the collision evil. 

It is true that if collisions are one 
of the inevitable conditions of 
modern railroading, it is far safer 
for passengers to ride in Pullmans 
or stecl cars, As things go now, 
the fact that such cars are safer 
than wooden ones rests on their 
ability to crash into and to wreck 
weaker ones. If all the cars in two 
violently colliding trains were oqual- 
ly strong what would happen to tho 
Passengers? 

We can give some answor to this 
question by referring to a newspaper 
cutting lately sent to us by one of 
our readers, in which it was said 
that a train going fifty miles an 
hour had been stopped by its ongi- 
neer in four rail lengths,  Wilty 
miles an hour is at tho rate of 76.6 
feet per second. Four rail lengths 15} 
120 feet. If, the train was not | 
stopping, it would pass over the four 
rail lengths in less than two 
seconds, It is, of course, obvious 
that this newspaper statement is {n- 
correct, but what about the  looso 
passengers in a train go stopped?

As the stalks become 
older they must be peeled; this is 
best done by loosening the skin 
tho lower end and pulling it off in 
long, thin strips. Cut the prepared 
stalks iwvinch pieces and it is ready 
for use. At least one cupful of sugar 
will be needed for cach quart of cut 
fruit—frequently this may prove in- 
sufficient. Tho use of soda has been 
recommended by some economically 
inclined housewives, but we cannot 
indorso the suggestion, Put fruit 
and sugar in an agate or porcelain- 
lined saucepan, add about a teaspoon 
of water to start the syrup, cover 
and stand over a slow fire until the}, 
sugar is. dissolved and the fruit! 
tender, but not broken. Hard boil- 
ing will quickly disintegrate the rhu- 
barb, giving a stringy mush, which 
is by no means as inviting to the 
eye or palate as the tender pieces in 
a clear syrup. 

Rhubarb Tapioca.—Cook one heap- 
ing quart of prepared rhubarb and 
two scant cupfuls of sugar in a 
double boiler until the fruit is ten- 
der, then skim it out into a serving 
dish. To the syrup in the kettle, add 
sufficient boiling water to make a 
quart altogether. When boiling, 
sprinkle in two-thirds of a cupful of 
fine tapioca and stir frequently until 
it has swollen; then cover and cook 
until clear, Pour this over the 
fruit, chill and serve plain or with 
sweetened cream. A variation of this 
receipt can be made by skimming the 
fruit into a baking dish. When the 
tapioca is cooked, pour it over the 
rhubarb; drop over the top a table- 
spoonful of butter, cut into bits and 
bake in a moderate oven for half an 
hour. Serve with a foamy sauce. 

Rhubarb Bread—Prepare two quarts 
of rhubarb and cook slowly, cutting 
it in half-inch pieces, so as to avoid 
stringiness. Stew with one pint of 
sugar, adding more if too tart. 
When very soft rub through a_ sieve 
ahd return to the fire until at the 
boiling point. Have ready @ num- 
ber of slices of two-day old bread, 
buttered generously. Spread them 
on a platter and pour over sufficient 
of the hot sauce thoroughly to soak 
them. Add another layer of bread, 
cover with the remainder of the 
sauce. Set aside until cold and serve 
with cream and sugar. A simple, 
but very good dessert. Prepare and 
cook two quarts of rhubarb. Boil 
one cupful of rice in a large kettle 
of salted: water for ten minutes, then 
drain and turn into a double boiler. 
Add from time to time as_ much of 
| the syrup from the fruit as it will 
absorb, cooking until very tender. 
Mix lightly with 
pieces of fruit and mold in cups. 
‘Servo cold, using any syrup which 
remains as a sauce; or a custard 
Sauce may be substituted.
